than the average man cares to juggle in his 
statistical so jo urn. 
To day these publicatio ns are devo ted to spe­ 
cialized subjects. It is interesting to step into a 
place where papers, perio dicals, news, trade and 
fictio n jo urnals are o n file and o bserve ho w many 
o f them have to do with special subjects o f either 
spo rt news o r feature value, and o f a definite 
educatio nal value. 
If we were to sto p at o ne o f these places we 
wo uld find an advertiser’s magazine, in which 
vario us selling and merchandising pro blems are 
discussed by experts o f wide experience. These 
articles go deeper than being just “news.” They 
pro be pro blems bo th fro m the theo retical and 
practical po ints o f view, yet they are news. 
Ano ther perio dical discusses the sho rt sto ry 
writer’s pro blems, markets and co nstantly chang­ 
ing techniques. 
Still 
ano tner 
discusses 
the 
steno grapher’s 
wo rld, while the o ne belo w this in the pile has to 
do with the weaver’s pro blems. Weavers are a 
big class interested in many types o f textiles, 
and just as the steno grapher’s paper go es at 
pro blems co nfro nting typists in law o ffices, do c­ 
to rs, merchandise, newspaper o ffices and so o n, 
so do es the vario us weaver’s papers divide his 
attentio n between the needs o f artisans and a r­ 
tists in a wide variety o f mills. New pro blems 
are, o f co urse, particularly appealing because 
they have bo th news and educatio nal value. 
Next in the pile is a natio nal educato r’s pub­ 
licatio n, and after that a huge co llectio n o f pa­ 
pers and magazines designed fo r ho usewives and 
their multifario us pro blems. Then co mes o ne fo r 
which designers are the audience. Later o n, a 
newspaper fo r ho tel emplo yees, o ne o f a large 
co llectio n o f publicatio ns kno wn as “ho use o r­ 
gans.” 
Last, but perhaps first in po int o f public edu­ 
catio n, are the newspapers, describing, discussing, 


picturing the events, pro blems, purpo ses, jo ys and 
so rro ws o f a natio n — yes, a wo rld! So metimes 
the scene changes even to o ther wo rlds, and we 
find an article o n the po ssibility o f life o n Mars. 
Yes, “the po wer o f the press” is a fact; but per­ 
haps we o ught to say “the po wers.”
